Chair Remarks 


Emery announced the following;- Dr. M. McCann is scheduled to 
visit Fine Arts on March 21st and 22nd and will speak on the 
Health Hazards and Practice of the Arts 

- Robert Rosenblum is scheduled 
to speak on Saturday, March 24th on “Earth to the Heavens". This 
is the inaugral speaker for the Mary Ann Beckett Memorial Lectures. 


The Chair informed Council that in place of the usual remarks he 
wished to take up the matter of the request from Prof. F. Mulvey 
that Council review the actions taken as a result of the petition 
by students in his class Graphic Design C260. 

Because no procedures to deal with such occasions were laid down 
either in the Faculty Policy Manual or in the new CUFA contract 
about to be signed the Chair had enquired of the Vice Rector how to 
proceed. He had been advised to set up a small committee to review 
the circumstances and report to Faculty Council. 

The Chair stressed that the action to distribute the students in 
Prof. Mulvey's section between the other two sections was an 
administrative decision aimed at "defusing" a potentially explosive 
confrontation between students and Faculty while an investigation 
could be conducted into its causes. There was no presumption of 

a firm foundation for the student charges, and no reflection on 
Prof. Mulvey's professional competence. 

The Chair asked Council how it wished to proceed, given that the 
small Committee under Dean Parker had expressed its wish to be 
responsible only for establishing a chronology of events, and to 

be excused from conducting a judicial review. Did Council wish 
them to establish the chronology and then hand over the review to 
another Committee appointed by Council, or would it prefer to 
strike a committee to establish the chronology and review the case, 
taking evidence from Prof. Mulvey, the Department and the students, 
and reporting back to Council.

In a general discussion that followed the need for speed was 
mentioned, the principle of suspension of an instructor 

following student protest was questioned, and uncertainty as to 
procedures and jurisdiction was voiced. Some called for 
reinstatement of Prof. Mulvey as instructor of Graphic Design 260 
before the review began; others were concerned that there did 

not appear to have been an opportunity for Prof. Mulvey to give 
his side of the case. 


After more discussion of the mandate and composition of the 
committee the following motion was put forward; 


(Bigelow, Allison) “move that Council strike a Committee to 
investigate whether due process had been served and to report 
back to Council as soon as possible" 


AMENDMENT (Pariser, Locke) "whereas, Council does not accept 
Prof. F. Mulvey's suspension as prima facie evidence of any kind 
of professional incompetence, it (Council) will vigorously review 
all aspects of the matter"
